I, ur.d 
from Mr. Clark, for the past two 
weeks, was the successful man, 
and naturalh is greatlv elated 
over the result of his efforts, as 
he was the lirst mm to come in 
to the field ami his. work drew 
the attention of other operators 
to the Powell fields, with the re- 
sult thai practically every avail- 
able acre of land in the county 
is n<>w under lease, only a few 
holding out for various reasons.
